he irate fans were screaming, 
' booing, waving their arms. 
Some were even throwing 
foreign objects into the ring. The 
foreign objects were aimed at one 
wrestler in particular. He heard the 
boos, the jeers and the screams. He 
could care less. He was intent on de- 
stroying his opponent. He was well 
on his way to success. 

Killer Karl Krupp from Berlin, Ger- 
many tasted victory. He was on his 
knees and his right hand was placed 
over the face of his opponent. 
Krupp's large fingers covered the 
forehead. This is Krupp's pet sub- 
mission hold—his Brain Claw. It has 
brought him many victories and 
championships. 

The vicious German was smiling 
now. The smile took on a sardonic 
appearance. Almost heinous. Killer 
Karl Krupp fastened his Brain Claw 
about the forehead.

pacing up and down the dressing room. A look of

The young wrestler screamed in pain. Blood soon ap- 
peared as those sharp teeth of Steele tore through the 
skin. The Animal barely heard the warning of the referee. 
He seemed content to batter that injured arm with one 
kick after another. 

Outside the ring, Captain Lou Albano was happy. He 
kept yelling for Steele to continue his rampage. Or 
slaughter. For that was what it was. Steele continued for 
another minute, kicking his opponent's arm and biting it. 
Then Steele took the nearly lifeless arm and, forcing it 
into a Hammerlock, he lifted the opponent. This was a 
submission hold and the slaughter was over. . 

In their dressing room, Captain Lou Albano congratu- 
lated George Steele on another easy victory: “| have the 
next WWWF champion in George Steele. Give us a title 
match and that gold belt is ours. No wrestler can with- 
stand George Steele's great wrestling ability. Not even 
Superstar Graham, the champion." 
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George Steele tried to wipe away some of the rubber 
padding pieces from his face. "Listen, Daddy, I'm ready 
for anyone. You bring him to me. ۱ can win the WWWF 
belt from Superstar Billy Graham. I'm better than him. He 
was lucky against Sammartino. With George Steele there 
is no luck. So far, Graham has been running away from 
me. | want this Superstar Graham." 

Just how did Captain Lou Albano come to manage 
George Steele? Albano comments, “I purchased Steele's 
contract from The Grand Wizard. Wizard already had

Stan Stasiak and brought back Superstar Graham. He 
said he couldn't devote all his time to three wrestlers of 
their reputation. | paid a high price for George Steele." 
The six-foot, 280-pound George “Animal” Steele 
smiled, “I don't care who's my manager. All | want is the 
title. I've been trying to win the WWWF belt for ten years 
now. l've tried against Bruno Sammartino and Pedro 
Morales. Both wrestled me like cowards. They kept run- 
ning from me. Now Superstar Graham has the belt. He's 
running scared. He's afraid that George Steele will bruise 


that beautiful body of his." 

"Sure, I'll bruise that body of his. PII also deflate that 
ego he has. Graham likes to wrestle easy ones like Tony 
Garea and Larry Zbyzsko. They wrestle by the rules. Well, 
George Steele has no rules. My only rule is to win. Bust 
bodies, break bones. You bet Graham is scared." 

George Steele has to be rated as one of wrestling's 
most unorthodox wrestlers. A recent poll placed Steele 
alongside such maniacal wrestlers as: The Sheik; Abdul- 
lah the Butcher; Bull Curry; Killer Kowalski and Brute 
Bernard. This distinction pleases George Steele.

Steele comments, "These wrestlers are great. But | 
should be the number one all-time great among them. My 
record speaks for me." 

George Steele has lost many a match by being disqual- 
ified, and he feels that has kept him from gaining a world 
championship. “ lost many title matches, because my 
reputation preceded me. | admit I’m rough. | admit I'm 
aggressive. ۱ admit | break the rules. But the champions 
ran from me. They cried how | wasn’t wrestling. They 
cried | would hurt them. They were right. | wanted to hurt

Says Blassie, '' 
want the WWWF World Tag Team 
Championship. My champions, Prof. 
Tanaka and Mr. Fuji, will get me that 
title. Mind you, | didn't say try. They 
will win it." 

There is a two-fold reason behind 
Blassie's madness. He says, “I| have 
many enemies in wrestling. My two 
new champions will help destroy 
these enemies. Again, | didn't say try. 
They will do what | demand." 

Just how did Fred Blassie pull off 
signing one of the greatest tag teams 
in wrestling, when neither wrestler 
had teamed with the other for over a 
year? Fred Blassie replies, ‘‘M-O- 


N-E-Y! | waved big fat checks in front 
of their noses; that is how. Money 
talks, my friend. ۱ had to travel to 
Singapore to see Mr. Fuji. He was 
there, both wrestling and taking a 
short vacation." 

"Then ! had to travel to Japan to 
see Prof. Tanaka at his palatial home. 
When | told him | had signed Mr. Fuji, 
well, he was more than glad to sign. | 
knew then. and there | had me the 
next WWWF champs.” 

Just why did Fred Blassie want to 
manage a tag team? After all, since 
becoming a wrestling manager, he 
had only managed single competitive 
wrestlers.

Prof. Tanaka and Mr. Fuji? Why not 
some other well known team?

Professor Toru Tanaka and Mr. Fuji could be thought of 
as two modern-day Samurai warriors hired out to their 
manager, Fred Blassie, for just one purpose: to win the 
WWWEF Tag Team Championship. With the weapons at 
their disposal—pro wrestling techniques mixed with Ka- 
rate, Judo and Kung Fu, it's not at all unlikely that they'll 
accomplish their mission. 


Black Belt Karate expert, who 
teaches this art. Tanaka is well up on 
the oriental style of wrestling. 

Prof. Toru Tanaka, always top- 
rated, is well known throughout 
wrestling as a keen competitor who 
stops at nothing to win. Tanaka came 
to the WWWF around 1967, to chal- 
lenge Bruno Sammartino, who was 
then the WWWF kingpin. Their 
matches were wars, pure and simple. 
Tanaka almost won the belt from 
Sammartino on several occasions. 
To this day, Bruno Sammartino will 
admit that Tanaka was always very 
tough for him. 

Prof. Tanaka says of Sammartino, 
"| don't like Sammartino. But | ad- 
mire his skill. He make great cham- 
pion. He must be great to beat 
Tanaka. Tanaka think he cheated 
from title many times." 

Prof. Toru Tanaka also speaks of

another former WWWF champion, 
Pedro Morales. "This Morales make 
good champion, but Tanaka not 
think he great. Tanaka again cheated 
from belt against Morales. Morales 
was protected champion. | should 
have beaten Morales for title." 

Prof. Toru Tanaka has held many 
titles in his great mat career: All- 
Asian Champion; International 
Champion; Americas Champion; 
Americas Tag Team Champions with 
Mr. Hiro Ota; International Tag Team 
Champions with Mitsu Arakawa; 
twice WWWF World Tag Team 
Champion with Mr. Fuji; Japanese 
Tag Team Champion with Mitsu 
Arakawa. 

In Mr. Fuji, Blassie has another 
world famous wrestler. Mr. Fuji is 
also a Karate expert. He has traveled 
far and wide and gathered many ti- 
tles. Among these are: All-Asian 
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Champion; U.S. Champion; Univer- 
sal Champion; Japanese Tag Team 
Champion with Massa Saito; WWWF 
World Tag Team Champion twice 
with Prof. Toru Tanaka. 

In his last stay in America, Mr. Fuji 
gained the U.S. Championship in the 
San Francisco Bay Area by beating 
Pat Patterson. Mr. Fuji set record 
gate receipts for the San Francisco 
Cow Palace when he defended this 
title against Ray Stevens. Mr. Fuji 
never lost this title. He says, "1 miss- 
ed plane connections due to bad 
weather. ۱ called my close friend, 
Prof. Tanaka, to take my place and he 
used a mask, billed as Mr. Akanat. 
Well, the mask was removed to reveal 
Tanaka. | was stripped of the belt and 
banned. I'm the champion still, until | 
lose that belt. | don't care who has 
that belt now or who has it if | return. 
That belt belongs to me!” 

At one time in their careers, both 
Prof. Toru Tanaka and Mr. Fuji were 
managed by The Grand Wizard. It 
was Wizard who guided them to the 
WWWF tag title twice—first by beat- 
ing Chief Jay Strongbow and Sonny 
King; next by regaining the belts 
from the team who had beaten them, 
Tony Garea and Haystacks Calhoun. 

Now that Fred Blassie has this 
team under his guidance, he says, 
"Wizard had Superstar Billy Graham 
as WWWF Champion and also Stan 
Stasiak. He couldn't divide his time 
managing a team as well. | pur- 
chased the rights from Wizard to try 
and sign Fuji and Tanaka.” 

The team of Tanaka and Fuji has a 
new look. They still use their oriental 
techniques with great success. They 
still use great team work to win. Now 
Tanaka uses a certain type of 
Neckbreaker which is applied like his 
original Sleeper. Only this time, he 
snaps the neck after application. 

Mr. Fuji also uses a new maneuver. 
His Cobra Thrust is applied, tossing 
his opponent off the ropes, and Fuji 
catches the opponent across the 
throat with his arm. This is so deadly

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The New Good Guy 


Once one of wrestling’s most hated villains, Moondog Mayne has changed 
_ his ways. And, for the first time in his career, the fans are cheering ۰

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here was a time in the not- 

too-distant past when wild, 

woolly Moondog Mayne was 
the most unpopular man in wrestling. 
He did anything within his power to 
win a match and he wasn't satisfied 
until he had sent his foe screaming to 
the hospital. And, many men were 
hospitalized by Mayne. 

One night in the television studio, 
BIG TIME WRESTLING, seen weekly 
by millions of viewers, was being 
filmed and Mayne got into a slight 
argument with Angelo Mosca, the 
6-3, 313-pound roughneck from Italy. 
Mosca and Mayne were former tag 
partners, but they hadn't worked very 
well together on a previous tag 
match. 


They won their match, but Mosca 
had accidentally clobbered Mayne 
several times and, on a few occa- 
sions, Mayne accidentally kicked 
Mosca. Aside from the fact that they 
just weren't working well together, 
Mosca wanted to be the captain of 
the team and Mayne wasn't about to 
go for that. 

So, they ran into each other during 
a televised interview and they got 
into an argument. Mosca grabbed 
the timekeeper's bell and clobbered 
the Moondog over the head with it! 

This bit of action on the part of 
Mosca was definitely uncalled for, 
and the fans were sympathizing with 
Mayne. 

So, the two challenged each other

to a match in San Francisco's Cow 
Palace and what a grudge battle it 
was! Mosca was a bloody mess and 
both wrestlers went at it like wild 
animals. The fans were rooting for 
Mayne, and he won the match when 
the referee ruled that Mosca was cut 
too badly to continue. 

After that, Mayne sat down and de- 
cided to change his ways. 

“I was tired of being booed, tired of 
being called names and tired of some 
of the things that were going on 
around me," Mayne stated. “I 
thought about manager Gearhardt 
Kaiser and ۱ realized that what he 
does is wrong. | decided to change 
my ways in the ring a little, and | did. 
The fans accepted ۳ 

Mayne began teaming with 
wrestlers such as Pat Patterson, 
Pedro Morales, Peter Maivia and 
others who generally follow the 
rules. The fans naturally were leery of 
Mayne in the beginning; however, 
when he began chasing Gearhardt 
Kaiser and a few others, they were for 
the Moondog all the way! 

Mayne teamed with Patterson and 
the two made such a tremendous tag 
team that they defeated The Masked 
Invaders recently in a no rules match 
in San Francisco, to win the World's 
Tag Team Championship! The fans 
couldn't have been happier with their 
new champions. 

Since then, Mayne has gotten his 
hands on Kaiser twice and beaten the 
holy hell out of him. 

"realized how it felt to be trying to 
wrestle and have that little jerk kick- 
ing me or hitting me with his damned 
Steel cane. | got sick and tired of it 
and decided to get my hands on him 
once and for all. My style of wrestling 
really hasn't changed that much," 
Mayne continued. "The fans are for 
me and lm teaming with the other 
wrestlers who usually follow the 
rules, but I'm still displaying my 
roughhouse tactics. | enter the ring 
prepared for any eventuality. If my 
opponents want to follow the rules, 
then fine, so can |. However, if they 
want to break them, so can ۱۰ If any- 
one knows how to break the rules, 
it's wild Moondog Mayne! 

“I still get a thrill out of breaking 
the rules and the fans are going to be 
the last ones to complain if I'm injur- 
ing such wrestlers as Angelo Mosca, 
The Masked Invaders, Rock “Mr. 
Wonderful” Riddle, and a few others. 
They would just as soon see those 
wrestlers hospitalized. And, if anyone 
can do it, it's me!" 

| guess we now can call him the 
new Moondog Mayne! 

Mayne was born in Crab Tree, Ar- 
kansas 34 years ago and always 
loved nothing better than roughing 
up his opponents, even when he was 
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his foe, who happened to be behind the 
camera when this photo was taken. The

a youngster. Mayne participated in 
athletic events, including wrestling, 
football and basketball, in school 
and local YMCA's. He was always 
much bigger and stronger than his 
teammates and none of the kids 
dared to call him any names. 

“You can’t say that | was really un- 
friendly when | was younger; how- 
ever, you better believe | was rough! 
When it came to sports," Mayne 
stated, "1 believed that the only way 
to play was with the thought of win- 
ning in mind. | was so big and strong 
that | was perfect for football, plus | 
loved to wrestle because it was man- 
to-man, individual contact sports. | 
prefer wrestling even today to all 
other sports, because there is no one 
to blame a loss on, or, on the other 
hand, to share a win with. Of course, 
this is not necessarily true in tag 
team wrestling; therefore, | prefer 
single wrestling to tag bouts.” 

Seeing Mayne team with wrestlers 
Such as Pat Patterson, 
Morales, and others who prefer fol- 
lowing the rules is something else. 

He really hasn't changed his style 
of wrestling much; however, the fans 
love Mayne simply because now he's 
on Patterson and Morales' sides! Will 
Mayne turn on them someday? Who 
knows! 

“| really kind of doubt it," Patter- 
son stated. "l've teamed with Mayne 
off and on for almost six months 
now, and | have built a sort of trust in 
him by this time. Let me tell you a few 
things that ۱ have experienced with 
him—he's a tremendous tag partner! 
l've teamed with the greatest in 
wrestling, including Ray Stevens, 
Peter ۱۵۱۷۱۵, ۷ ۳ 
Johnson, Billy Graham and Pedro 
Morales, and Mayne I think is the 
greatest tag partner l've ever had. He 
is always there in my corner when | 
need him. If our opponents are 
double-teaming me, Mayne is right 
there in a matter of seconds. 

"Sure, Moondog could turn on me 
just like he could anyone else. In 
wrestling, nothing is predictable. 
However, | could do the same to him 
and it works both ways. Don't forget 
that | was like Mayne once, too. | 
broke every rule | could a couple of 
years ago, until | suddenly changed 
my ways. Now, Mayne has done the 
same thing and | think he likes it bet- 
ter being popular, so we can assume 
he'll stay that way." 

Now, whenever the Moondog en- 
ters the ring, the applause is deafen- 
ing. The fans love him and he occa- 
sionally signs autographs and chats 
with the fans whenever time permits. 
That, of course can be a problem be- 
cause he has so little time. He's al- 
ways on the go. 

“The main reason Mayne is in con- 
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stant demand is because of his great 
wrestling ability," promoter Roy 
Shire recently announced. “He is a 
tremendous wrestler, and when he's 
in the ring there's nothing but con- 
stant action. The fans love him for 
this and they always pay to see him in 
action, so promoters are always at- 
tempting to get in touch with the man 
to make him an offer. He travels all 
across the world to appear in main 
events and this is why ۱ have to al- 
ways shell out lots of the green stuff 
to keep him mainly based on the 
West Coast.” 

Mayne has several finishing holds. 
His favorite is the one he calls the 
"Arkansas Stomp," which sees him 
Bodyslam his foe hard on the mat, 
then climb to the top rope strand and 
leap off, landing with all of his 301 
pounds on his opponent's throat, 
elbow first. Many opponents have 
been laid off for several months be- 
cause of this hold. 

Standing 6'2" tall and weighing 301 
pounds, Mayne is extremely fast and 
agile in the ring, in view of his large 
size. He has long, straight, thick 
blond hair, a large blond beard, and 
he generally wears colorful long 
tights and heavy boots when he's on 
the mat. 

Many who follow the wrestling 
matches still insist the man is a little 
bit crazy. They look back at the wild 
things he has done on television in- 
terviews and in the arenas, and they 
harp on these actions, claiming he's 
out of his mind. They recall the time 
he ate a live goldfish, the time he 
seriously sliced his chest and mid- 
section with glass and bled severely, 
the time he ate a can of raw dog food, 
and the time he slammed his own 
head against the timekeeper's bell

several times. Naturally, these ac- 
tions would make one wonder about 
the man; however, he is big and 
strong, rough and tough, and a very 


successful professional wrestler. 


He has held the United States 
Heavyweight Championship and he 
has successfully defended the crown 
throughout the country against such 





topnotchers as Pat Patterson, 
Samoa's Chief Peter Maivia, Pepper 
Martin, Pedro Morales, The Mighty 
Igor, 612-pound Man Mountain Mike, 
Manuel Cruz, and Jose Lothario Gar- 
cia. In those days, Mayne broke every 
rule he could and was one of the 
most unpopular wrestlers in the 
sport. 





Now, Mayne has mixed it up with 
rugged matmen like The Masked In- 
vaders, Mr. Saito, Kinji Shibuya, 
manager Gearhardt Kaiser, Rock 
“Mr. Wonderful" Riddle and others. 
And, it might be wise to point out that 
the Moondog never loses a match, 
except of course, if he gets disqual- 
ified for losing his temper and taking 


it out on his opponent. 

The fans seem to really like me 
now, and I'm very happy about it," 
Moondog said. “I plan on wrestling 
like this for as long as possible. | am 
very successful and well liked 
everywhere | go, and this now is very 
important to me, whereas it wasn't 
before. | am in more demand now 





and lm much happier. | feel that 
wrestling is a sport and guys like The 
Masked Invaders, Mr. Saito, 
Gearhardt Kaiser and a few others 
don't belong in the sport at all: 
They're a disgrace to it., so it takes 
guys like me to properly get rid of 
them. And, believe me, as you can 
see that's precisely what I'm doing. 
Just give me a little bit more time and 
you'll see exactly what | mean. 

"Gearhardt Kaiser is the man I’m 
gunning at presently. He has no bus- 
iness being anywhere near ringside, | 
don't care if he is a manager or not. 
He interferes too often and l'Il make 
him pay for it, believe me. There is no 
one anywhere who approves of 
Kaiser except for the Masked Invad- 
ers. So, mark my words: ۱۱۱ get rid of 
Gearhardt Kaiser within a month or 
so—definitely by the time this 
magazine is available on the news- 
stands." 

After that Mayne did get his hands 
on Kaiser and the latter was sorry he 
had ever said bad things about him. 
Not long after Mayne repaid Kaiser, 
the giant blond was in San Francisco 
during their annual 18-Man Battle- 
Royal. It had been over three months 
since he had been seen on the West 
Coast and he was rooted to the raft- 
ers the moment he entered the 
arena. Unfortunately, he failed to win 
the battle-royal; however, he aided 
other wrestlers in eliminating such 
greats as Andre the Giant, Harley 
Race, Dory Funk, Jr., and Peter 
Maivia. 

Its a good guess Moondog will 
choose to keep his style of wrestling; 
however, if he does someday decide 
to change his ways, he'll obviously 
still be loved by his thousands of 
fans.

Alexis Smir- 
noff, known to many as "The Mad 
Russian," was going to take on Pat 
Patterson for the United States 
Heavyweight Wrestling Champion- 
ship in San Francisco's huge Cow 
Palace. 

Smirnoff was actually relatively 
| new to the area, having wrestled on 
| the West Coast for only a few 
months. The moment he arrived, 
there was excitement and he im- 
mediately became one of the most 
unpopular wrestlers in the area. 

"| have come to the West Coast 
because | was told of the top compe- 
tition there," Smirnoff stated on BIG 
TIME WRESTLING, seen weekly on 
color television. “Wrestlers like Pat- 
terson, Alberto Madril, Dean Ho, 
Pepper Gomez, Bob Roop and Hiro 
Ota are all topnotchers. | also was 
told the money was excellent and the 
climate was good. So, here | am.” 

Smirnoff defeated many of the 
highly rated wrestlers and worked his 
way up to the number one challeng- 
ing position, in line for a title crack at 
Patterson. The match was to take 
place on a Saturday night and weeks 
before the bout everyone was talking 
about it. 

"Patterson may be a great wrestler, 
but he has never wrestled me,” “The Mad Russian” chokes Pat Patterson. 
Smirnoff insisted. “I don't care how 
many fantastic wrestlers he has de-

feated before, he has never stepped 
into the ring with me. ۱ really don't 
think he is aware of what he is get- 
ting into. He will be all finished by the 
time | am finished with him, and if 
he's lucky, he will only spend a few 
months in the hospital. All of his fans 
will be in shock when they see him 
carried away on a stretcher. 

“In Russia, we do things rough and 
you have to be a man to be in sports 
there. That is where ۱ had lots of my 
training. | am going to use all my 
strength and knowledge on Patter- 
son when we have our match." 

Smirnoff and Patterson first wres- 
tled in a 'Russian Chain Match' and 
there was plenty of action. Both 
wrestlers were covered with blood by 
the time the bout had ended and it 
was Smirnoff who won the match 
and the championship and seem- 
ingly not one spectator out of the 
thousands in attendance was happy 
over the victory. 

Neither wrestler followed the rules 
during the bout. Smirnoff started off 
doing the dirty work. He hit, kicked, 
bit, gouged, and stomped his way 
around the mat and finally Patterson 
realized he had better begin breaking 
a few rules as well. 

That is precisely what he did. He 
tore into Smirnoff, threw him around 
the ring and won the first fall. 

Smirnoff came back to win in the 
second fall, to even things up. 

There was hectic mat action in the 
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third and deciding fall of action and 
fans were on the edge of their seats 
all the way. Both wrestlers were a 
bloody mess and Smirnoff began 
beating Patterson over his head with 
his chain. 

The match finally ended with Pat- 
terson flat on his back. Smirnoff 
walked away the winner and the new 
king. 


Not that he proved to be a better 
man in the ring. After all, Patterson 
had the upper hand throughout a 
good portion of the match but it was 
Smirnoff who walked away the win- 
ner. 

"You're damned right | walked 
away the winner," the Russian 
shouted. “Just like | said | would. 
When | say that | am going to do 


something, | do it. No if's, and's, or 
but's. | will retain my title." 

The two met in a rematch in the 
same ring and this was a ‘Taped Fist 
Match.' Both wrestlers' fists were 
covered with tape and there was a lot 
of action in this match as well. 

However, Smirnoff again walked 
away the winner. Again he didn't 
prove to be much of a better wrestler.

“No one in the United States likes 
me," Alexis added. "It is obvious 
everyone is insanely jealous of me. 
They all see only evil in me. Everyone 
says that | cheated to beat Patterson, 
that ۱ didn't and couldn't beat him 
fair and square. ۱ say that's not at all

true. 

"After all, who is the champion? | 
am! And, | will defend my crown 
against any and all comers success- 
fully, | don't care who comes along. 
Like a typical Russian, | am not afraid 
of anything." 

Smirnoff occasionally teams up 
with equally hated Bob Roop and the 
two make a rough, rugged, knock- 





down-drag-out tag combination. 
Roop is a former AAU and Olympic 
Wrestling Champion and when 
Smirnoff spotted him in action he 
decided he would make a good part- 
ner. 

“Roop was wrestling in a different 
match on the same card | was one 
night," he said. “I immediately liked 
his style. Like me, he was rough and 















strong and sadistic. He enjoyed win- 


ning and he would do so, regardless 
how it had to be done. | knew the 
promoters often liked to have tag 


matches and, although ! prefer 


wrestling in single matches, | knew | 
would be asked to wrestle tag bouts. 
So, | figured ۱ should wrestle them 
with a qualified, capable partner.” 

Roop and Smirnoff have defeated 
many leading teams and many of the 
fans call them 'murder incorporated.' 
They are a sadistic tandem and they 
will do anything within their power to 
be victorious. 

“I will admit Roop is capable,” 
Smirnoff stated. “Of course, he is not 
as good as l. If | were rating other 
wrestlers, ! really would say he is the 
second greatest wrestler in the coun- 
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pounds and it was all solid muscle. It 
would be safe to say he lost few 
street fights back home. 
“Truthfully, | didn't have many 
fights when | was younger," he 
stated. "One thing | wasn't interested 
in being was a bully. ۱ liked beating 
up the bullies. | would never pick on 
anyone who was easy to pick on. I 
would only pick on someone my own 
size and there were few of them 
around. So, most of my schoolmates 
looked up to me and respected me. | 
was the star athlete at high school 
and the coaches were always after 
me to play all the'sports. My favorites 
were always any contact sports that 
were rough and sometimes danger- 
ous. That was right up my alley." 
Smirnoff first turned professional 
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eight years ago and he since has 
wrestled successfully in main events 
all over the world., including Aus- 
tralia, Russia, Japan, the United 
States and Canada. He has met and 
defeated many of the greats of each 
area, by fair means or foul—usually 
foul. 

When the Russian enters the ring 
and the bell sounds, there is plenty of 
action. When he does break the 


. rules, he tries to do so behind the 


referee's back and he generally is 
quite cunning and clever about this. 
However, he occasionally pushes too 
far and winds up being disqualified. 

"The only time | ever lose a match 
is if | am disqualified," Alexis in- 
formed us. "The American referees 
are prejudiced against me and I

try, |, of course, am the greatest. | 
would rate Ivan Koloff, another Rus- 
sian grappler, as being an excellent 
athlete in excellent shape. The Von 
Steigers of Germany are a great tag 
team and, if | ever wrestle in a six- 
man tag match, | would have to have 
them on my side. 

"Like | said, Russian wrestlers are 
the greatest," Smirnoff continued. 
"Believe me, | am not saying that just 
because | am a Russian. Take a look 
at the record books. They speak for 
themselves. There is not one pro 
wrestler currently in the sport who 
isn't or wasn't a champion of some 
sort." 

As a youngster Smirnoff partici- 
pated in many competitive sports in | 
school and he was always big and 
strong. He now weighs 272 pounds 
and stands 6'3” tall. At 19 years old, 
he stood 6'1" and weighed 220 
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Smirnoff and Pat Patterson during their Russian Chain Match. 
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guess | have to tolerate that. They 
often disqualify me, even if | do noth- 
ing wrong. ! seldom cheat—only if 
my opponent does so tirst. ۱ really be- 
lieve | could win my matches, even if | 
followed all of the rules. Few 
wrestlers nowadays do follow every 
rule. Wrestling, just like football, roll- 
er derby, ice hockey and boxing, is 
rougher than ever before and the 
athletes are bigger and stronger. 
There are no pushovers in these 
sports anymore. 

“If the referees don't like me and 
they disqualify me for every little 
thing ۱ do, then I guess | just have to 
accept this and push on. l'Il make up 
for it my own way. Any wrestler who 
accepts my challenge will be a sorry 
man. ۱ will punish him the best and 
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most effective way | know how. l'Il 
take it out on someone." 


Smirnoff is hated by fans on the 
West Coast with a passion. They 
hated him the moment he began 
wrestling here and their hatred to- 
wards him seems to grow with each 
match. 

One fan had the following to say 
about him: “1 have been, attending 
wrestling often over the last six 
years, and | have never hated anyone 
as much as | hate him. The only other 
wrestler | hate as much might be The 
Sheik. The Sheik is a maniac and | 
sometimes wonder if he is all there. | 
really feel he should be banned from 
wrestling. Smirnoff is crazy like The 
Sheik. Actually, | think if Smirnoff 
tried following the rules, he might 
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۱ Smirnoff drags Patterson by the chain. 











win a few matches just as easily as if 
he broke them the way he does. | 
don't care what he says during inter- 
views, he cheats and that's all there 
IS to it. A wrestler will come along 
and beat him good and teach him a 
lesson." 

Another young fan said, “I predict 
Pat Patterson will come back and get 
even with Smirnoff. After all, Smir- 
noff did not defeat Patterson fairly to 
win the title. Everyone knows that, 
including Patterson. | think he will 
get a rematch with Smirnoff and beat 
the hell out of him. Patterson will win 
his crown back and put Smirnoff out 
of wrestling.” 

A lot of fans would enjoy seeing 
that happen. Smirnoff never signs an 
autograph, he cusses and spits at the

fans, he insults them during inter- 
views and he breaks every rule he 
can. He is big and rugged looking 
and it is no wonder spectators de- 
spise him so. 

Regardless, the man is currently 
the king and not one wrestler:as of 
yet has come along and dethroned 
him of his laurels. Sure, there are 
many topnotch, capable wrestlers in 
the world; however, none has proven 
more capable than Smirnoff, the mad 
Russian. 

And ۱ am tired of people calling 
me ‘The Mad Russian,’ and | will not 
tolerate it any more. It's the fans and 
other wrestlers who are mad, not me. 
| will prove this time and time again 
before | ever retire from wrestling,” 
retaliates Smirnoff. 

The man has done a good job so 
far of getting his point across to any- 
one who cares to listen. 
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Brooks: "At least | know what | want! | already know that 
money is the big thing. I'll go anywhere to chase it." 

















is beard was longer than ever. 

He sat with a scowl on his face, 

chomping vigorously on a 
large cigar. Defiantly, he would flick 
the ashes on the floor. From time to 
time he would turn to one side and 
expectorate into a large coffee can in 
front of his locker. Then he would sit 
back in a comfortable looking arm 
chair, his weight causing it to tilt 
backwards against the wall. 

Killer Brooks was back in Detroit's 
Cobo Arena. He had just returned 
from a trip to Japan. It was a trip that 
he wanted to make, even though he's 
only been on the circuit four years 
now. An invitation to wrestle in Japan 
is usually reserved for the better 
known veteran stars. But, Brooks is 
something else again. He's a young 
man in a hurry, chasing the dollar 
and the fame that goes with it. 

There is a youthful look to Brooks. 
Albeit, he is only 25 years old. As 
wrestlers go, that is young. Because 
of his boyish looks, Brooks, at first 
impression, doesn't appear to be 
mean. But looks are deceiving. His 
killer instinct is below the surface, 
where it counts. 

There isn't anything fancy about 
Brooks. Which is the way he wants it. 
His wrestling attire consisted of plain 
black tights, black boots and black 
jacket with the name Killer Brooks 
across the back. He just shuns the 
fancy frills that some of his 
opponents masquerade in. 

“Those fancy duds are for the 
losers," snapped Brooks with a light 
Texas twang. ۲۱۷ never been one 
for that sort of stuff. It's not going to 
help you wrestle. Only one thing can 
help you there and that's ability. 
Nothing else. Once a guy takes off all 
those fancy pieces he has nothing 
but himself." 

Brooks has ability. He has size, too. 
He has broad shoulders which frame 
a 52-inch chest. He has strong legs 
and is well built. The only fancy 
things about him are his tattoos 
which appear on both arms, one 
each on his biceps ánd forearms. The 
tattoos are the result of a dare made 
by one of his army buddies while he 
was stationed in West Germany as a 
military policeman. 

He didn't have a beard then. Or 
while he.was growing up in Dallas, 
Texas. That's something that Brooks 
acquired when he got out of the 
service and decided to embark on a 
wrestling career. Not that he needed 
it for wrestling. It's just that he felt 
comfortable in a beard. It fit his 
character. 


"| can't understand the dumbness 
of people," snorted Brooks. 
“Invariably they all ask me why did | 
grow a beard. Now isn't that stupid? 
‘Why do you shave?’ | ask them. 
Their answer invariably is that they 
don't like beards. 

“Well, that's a good reason why ! 
grew a beard, simply because people 
don't like them. | don't want people 
to like me, so it's just perfect for me. 
A lot of wrestlers go around worrying 
if the fans like them or not. Me, | 
couldn't care less. That's not 
important to me. ۱ prefer that people 
don't like me. This way | don't have to 
worry about it. I'm not running any 
popularity contest. That's the crutch 
losers use. I'm only interested in one 
thing: winning and the money that it 
brings. 

"At least ۱ know what | want. l've 
only been in this business four years, 
but ۱ already know that money is the 
big thing. I'll go anywhere to chase it. 
That was one of the biggest things 
that lured me to Japan. Naturally, | 
was quite honored to-get asked. They 
only invite the best wrestlers over 


there. But, the money was right and . 


So | accepted; otherwise, | wouldn't 
have gone." 

The way Brooks' star is climbing, 
it won't be his last trip. Before he 
went there for a month, the name 
Killer was known to Japanese fans 
through such stars as Kowalski, 
Austin, and Kox. Now, Brooks has 
given them something to remember. 
What's more, Brooks liked what he 
saw in Japan and hopes to go back 
again soon. 

The people treated me good over 
there," remarked Brooks. "They 
respect ability. The American fans 
should learn about being courteous 
from the Japanese. Courtesy and 
respect. They don't heckle the 
wrestlers like they do over here. | just 
wish the fans would leave us alone so 
that we can do a better job. 

"| was also impressed with the 
Japanese wrestlers. They are vicious 
and clever, which is the way ۱ like it. | 
thought that the wrestlers would be 
small, but they are big and heavy. 
What's more, they take their 
wrestling seriously. When they lose, 
they regard it as a great personal 
setback. That's the way it should be. 
Wrestling is a serious sport and 
anyone who takes it lightly shouldn't 
be in the business. 

"What also impressed me about 
the Japanese wrestlers was that they 
are constantly working out. They 
always strive for perfection. | go for

that, too. 


"I must say | had a successful tour. 
| had 20 matches, won 12 and was 
disqualified the other eight times. 
The referees were the same 
anywhere you go... unfair. But the 
crowds were big and it meant that | 
got to püt a lot of money in the 
bank." 

On the way back from Japan, 
Brooks stopped in Hawaii. It was 
somewhat of a busman's holiday. He 
wanted to work out and work on a 
few new holds he learned in Japan 
before returning to the continental 
United States. In between a little 
relaxation on the beach, Brooks 
accomplished what he wanted. 

“I learned some new approaches 
to my elbow smash," revealed 
Brooks. "However, I'm not about to 
tell anyone about it. l'Il let my 
opponents discover it when it is too 
late to do them any good. The 
Japanese taught me to be clever. 
They also showed me a new diet of 
food—namely raw fish, octopus, 
shark and tender Kobe beef. Like | 
mentioned, | learned a lot in Japan." 

It was during his Japanese 
adventure that Brooks decided to 
grow his beard longer. The way he 
figures it, the fuller growth will make 
him meaner and more ornery. That 
should make fans even more hostile 
toward him. Which is what he wants, 
anyway. 

He also wants to settle a few 
personal matters in the ring. At the 
top of his list is Bobo Brazil. Right 
behind are Tex McKenzie and Igor. 
It's quite an ambitious goal. All three 
are recognized stars. Yet, Brooks is 
completely blase about the whole 
thing. In fact, he is even looking 
ahead, past the celebrated trio. That 
should say something about his 
confidence. 

"After ۱ finish with those three, | 
may decide to team with a tag 
partner, just to beat The Kangaroos 
and Stomper and Justice," disclosed 
Brooks. "| want to beat these 
Supposed stars before | leave for 
another trip to Japan. | won't leave 
until | accomplish what ۱ have in 
mind. ۱۱۱ tell you another thing. ۱ 
don't plan to be around here that 
long either. The sooner | get it done, 
the quicker | can return to Japan and 
Start getting that big money, fame - 
and respect that | deserve and goes 
unrewarded in the U.S. where I’m not 
appreciated. 

"| thought things would change 
when ۱ got back from Japan the first 
time. But it hasn't. It’s no different 
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than when ۱ left. | am not being 
treated with the respect and 
admiration that ۱ justly deserve. It's 
not only the fans, but the promoters, 
too. They aren't giving me a steady 
stream of main event matches as 
they promised after my tour. 

"It may sound like sour grapes, but 
it isn't. A deal is a deal. ۱ lived up to 
my end, but the promoters are 
reneging on theirs. | earned 
main-event status and ۱ expected to 
be given that recognition. But all | get 
are promises. I'm a guy in a hurry and 
| don't have the patience to wait. 

"That's what | mean about respect. 
If you just sit back and take it, they 
won't have any respect for you. I'm 
not made that way. | fought.to earn 
my respect and nobody is going to 
deprive me of it by treating me like a 
stumble bum. I'm far from one of 
those. Nobody has given me a break. 
I've gotten this far all by myself. | 
earned my way to the top. 

"It's just like ! implore the fans 
when I'm on television. If they 
disagree with anything that | do, then 
let them come to the arena and tell 
me So, right to my face, if they have 
nerve enough to do so. | don't go for 
all that petty talking behind my back. 
Where | come from, you walk up to a 
man and look at him straight in the

eye. And if you have anything to say, 
you say it." 

It was obvious that Brooks had 
gotten tougher. He wasn't, by any 
stretch of the imagination, soft 
before he went to Japan. But he's 
back in U.S. circles with hardened 
feelings about fans, promoters and 
all of his opponents. In that respect, 
he's consistent. 

“Tm a new man," exclaimed 
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Brooks. “My outlook is different. | 
don't care for rules anymore. | used 
to obey them, but it didn't get me 
anything except a few injuries from 
other wrestlers who didn't abide by 
them. So why should I? If it has to be 
an eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth, then I’m willing to let the chips 
fall where they may. That's what this 
game is all about, anyway. 

"Let this be a warning to 


Brooks: “People ask me why | grow a 
beard? Isn't that dumb. | 
ask them why do they shave?" 


everybody: I'll go out to win in any 
way, and | mean any way, that | can. 
There is no limit to what ! will do to 
achieve victory. That's the way | want 
it. And my opponent better face up to 
what he's getting into before he 
climbs into the ropes against me. At 
least | am warning them. 

"As soon as | sign for a match, | 
begin to get ready for my opponent. I 
plan my moves more now. | study 
films of different matches, much like 
| did when | was playing football. And 
it has worked. ۱ can read films and, by 
the same token, discover my 
opponent's weakness. After that, all | 
have to do is attack that weakness, 
just like in football. I'm ahead of my 
opponent even before | step into the 
ring." 

Brooks wants to continue upward 
in the wrestling world. The way it 
looks, it's going to be hard to keep 
him down.

them. They stay away, hiding.” 

Yes, Killer Karl Krupp does have a 
big reputation. He is known far and 
wide. From Florida to Texas. From 
Hawaii to Canada to Oregon. From 
Europe to Asia. From Australia to 
New Zealand to South Africa. Wher- 
ever Killer Karl Krupp appears, 
mayhem usually follows. 

In his travels, Krupp has gathered 
many titles: The Southern States Ti- 
tle; European Championship; Pacific 
Northwest Championship; All Asian 
Championship; International Cham- 
pionship; Austria-Asian Cham- 
pionship. 

Krupp makes no excuses for his 
brand of wrestling. He says, “I wres- 
tle my way. Call it rough or mean or 
dirty. Call it what you please. ۱ will 
kick, punch, choke or do whatever it 
needs for me to win. This is a rough 
business with no room for cowards. 
They can disqualify me, but they 
can't beat me. They can't break my 
spirit. We Germans are superior 
wrestlers, because we don't delude 
ourselves. We are masters in wrestl- 
ing. We once nearly ruled the world. 
We would rule wrestling but we are 
biased against." 

Killer Karl Krupp adjusted his 
monocle once again. He stood rather 
stiffly. “I will return here again. | have 
unfinished business. You can stop 
me only momentarily. | will return 
and destroy my enemies. We Ger- 
mans are superior. We are the master 
race. We will endure, because that is 
how we are brought up. You can put 
me down, but you can't keep me 
there. Killer Karl Krupp will return 
and all wrestlers will hide like cow- 
ards. They fear me and that is good. 
The battle is half won right there. 
They can ban me. They can fine me. 
They can never beat me. ! will survive

that many opponents need a doctor's 
care afterwards. Mr. Fuji, at 5-11 and 
260 pounds, moves fast for his size. 

Since Tanaka and Fuji invaded the 
WWWF, they have won match after 
match. They quickly became the top 
contenders for the title. Chief 
Strongbow and Chief Billy White 
Wolf were the champions. A show- 
down looked certain. Then fate step- 
ped in, in the name of Ken Patera. 

It was Ken Patera who hospitalized 
White Wolf with his dreaded Swing- 
ing Neckbreaker. White Wolf re- 
quired surgery and he could not re- 
turn to wrestling. The WWWF de- 
clared that Strongbow had to give up 
the belts. Because of this, Tanaka 
and Fuji were called upon to meet 
another team that had remained un- 
defeated as well—Tony Garea and 
Larry Zbyzsko. The winners were to 
become the new WWWF champions. 

But fate stepped in once again. 
Prof. Tanaka injured his left foot. At 
this moment, Tanaka's left foot and 
ankle still carries a cast. The cast will 
be removed soon and that long- 
awaited title match will take place. 
Fred Blassie states, "The title will be 
ours. Having Tanaka and Fuji is like 
money in the bank. I’m not worried 
about the outcome of this title match 
when it happens. Garea and Zbyzsko 
are good but they are meeting the 
masters of team wrestling. They were 
once one of the best teams around. 
Under me they will become the very 
best. I'll take them on a world tour, 
meeting all challengers. You name 
them, and we will beat them.” 

There is no denying that Prof. Toru 
Tanaka and Mr. Fuji are an excellent 
team. They have proven that. They 
may become the next WWWF tag 
champions. These two modern-day 
samurai warriors have nothing to 
prove. Their reputation is made.

the wrongs? Ivan comments, ''| just 
say they hurt my friends. If they win 
by legal means, then ۱ say they are 
better wrestler. But they use 
weapons. They use vicious tactics. 
They go beyond the decency of 
wrestling rules and make a mockery 
of wrestling. 

“I'm not a vigilante, am I? Is that 
what Putski is? Maybe | am. If so, 
then lvan Putski a vigilante. I'm 
proud of it. | want to see justice. | 
want to see these bad, mean 
wrestlers get what is due them. If | 
can do what ۱ can, perhaps they will 
think twice before they use their 
unfair methods. Because then they 
will know they have Putski to deal 
with.” 

There are three men who would 
like nothing better than to see Ivan 
Putski gone from the WWWF 
territory. They are highly rated 
wrestling managers: The Grand 
Wizard; Captain Lou Albano and 
Fred Blassie. For years, they have 
imported wrestlers to do in former 
WWWF World Heavyweight 
Champion Bruno Sammartino. Along 
the way Ivan Putski has stepped in. 

Ivan comments, ‘‘Yes, these 
managers are snakes in the grass. 
They are vermin who bring in these 
bad men to hurt Bruno, my good 
friend. They also try to hurt my other 
friends. These managers pay big 
money for wrestlers to cause harm. 
This must stop and Putski will stop 
them. | must stop them." 

lvan was informed of what The 
Grand Wizard said about him being a 
chivalrous knight who belongs back 
in the Middle Ages. Putski laughed at 
this, “Me a knight? | don't wear this 
heavy armor. All Ivan wears is trunks 
and wrestling shoes. Ivan carries no 
sword. No battle axe. | don't ride 
beautiful horse. But Ivan does like 
pretty girls. This Wizard speak big 
words, but Ivan someday will shut 
him up." 

Fred Blassie, one of Putski's arch 


. enemies, said of Ivan, “This runt 


doesn't know when he's well off. 
Even getting a beating hasn't 
changed him any. He forgets what my

treatment. Just you wait." 

Ivan replied, “Yes, | remember 
Star Hansen well. His Lariat put 
Bruno in hospital. It put Ivan in 
hospital. | don't forget. This Lariat do 
bad things to wrestlers. This Hansen 
brag on TV how he put Bruno and 
myself in hospital. But Blassie

Since entering the WWWF, Ivan 
has done battle with many wrestlers. 
They read like a Who's Who: Stan 
Stasiak; Tor Kamata; Bruiser Brodie; 
Ivan Koloff; Blackjacks Lanza and 
Mulligan; Butcher Vachon; Ken 
Patera; Baron Fritz Von Raschke; 
The Executioners; George Steele; 
Superstar Billy Graham; The Valiant 
Brothers; The Wolfman; Waldo Von 
Erich; Spiros Arion and Bugsy 
McGraw. 

Ivan remembers them all very well: 
"All so-called tough guys. They go 
around being big bullies. They think 
who they are. Then they meet Ivan 
Putski and ۱ put knots in their heads 
with my Polish Hammer. ۱ give them 
Polish justice. | don't forget them and 
| hope they don't forget Putski. | want 
them to remember me. 

Captain Lou Albano says of Ivan 
Putski, “This man is mental. | mean, 
he's a mental midget. First off, he has 
illusions on wrestlers being after him 
and his so-called friends. What 
friends? They are all laughing at him 
behind his back, because he's taking 
it upon himself to being their 
guardian. They laugh secretly at him, 
because he's taking lumps believing 
he's helping them. You call a man 
like Putski smart? ۱ don't. He is just 
dumb." 

Ivan Putski was informed about 
what Albano had to say, "This Albano 
is scared. You know why? Because 
Ivan beat his wrestler. | show Albano 
his wrestlers can't beat me. Take Ken 
Patera, for instance. | wrestle this 
Patera many times and he never beat 
Putski by pin or submission. This 
Patera think he stronger than 
anyone. Well, Putski show Patera 
what strength is all about. My record 
against Patera show | beat him 
everywhere. Can Patera claim this 
against me? You know he can't." 

Then there was another Albano 
protege in George "Animal" Steele. 
Says Putski of Steele, “This is no 
wrestler. This man totally insane. He 
uses taped weapon like another part 
of body. You know where animals 
belong? Wild animals like this 

















Steele? They belong in cage. Well, 
recently, in Baltimore, ۱ get this 
George Steele in Steel Cage Match 
and | beat him big. That is what 
Putski do to animals like Steele." 

Yet there is concern over the 
welfare of Ivan Putski. Friends like 
Chief Jay Strongbow wish that Ivan 
would watch himself in matches with 
men like Patera and Von Raschke, 
among others. Says Strongbow, 
“Ivan is a great guy, a good friend. 
But ۱ fear for him. | know what trying 
to help out friends can get you into. 
Ivan has taken it upon his shoulders 
to be a kind of watchdog for us all. | 
hope it doesn't become too heavy for 
Ivan. | know Ivan is strong. Stronger 
than most, maybe even the strongest 
wrestler there is. Still he must watch 
himself at all times. If | know Wizard, 
Blassie and Albano, they are cooking 
up ways to destroy Ivan. | would hate 
to see that.” 

Ivan Putski has gathered an army. 
He calls them his Polish Army. They 
are the fans who come out to witness 
Ivan do battle with his enemies. They 
come wearing T-shirts bearing his 
pictureiand his name. They carry big 
signs proclaiming themselves part of 
Putski's army. After a Putski match 
they toss in gifts like hats, shirts, 
Signs, Sweaters and even 
home-made Polish food. 

Ivan says, “I love gifts. | love my 
Polish Army. They support me in 
what ۱ do. They travel all over to see 
Ivan put knots in heads of tough 
guys. My army grows everyday. The 
fans know Putski is right. They want 
to see Putski clean up wrestling.” 

Ivan Putski from Krakow, Poland 
has come a long way. Many feel he 
will someday wear the WWWF World 
Heavyweight Championship belt. He 
has the experience and the tools. 
Ivan says, “I know | can beat 
Superstar Graham. He say he is 
strongest wrestler. | say I’m stronger. 
| show Superstar | stronger than he. 
So far, Graham is lucky to hold belt 
against me. He hasn't beaten me 
decisively yet. Soon Ivan will take the 
belt away from Graham. Then my 
army and | will have giant party." 

As long as managers like Wizard, 
Blassie and Albano continue to bring 
in wrestlers, the battles will continue 
for Ivan Putski. Always another battle 
to be fought. So far Ivan has survived 
these battles. So far Ivan has won 
these battles in the long run. But can 
he continüe? Can his superior 
strength carry him onward? ۳ ———— EM ۹

The Grand Wizard, who manages Superstar Graham, 
and who once managed George Steele, says, "Steele is a 
worthy opponent. But Superstar would beat Steele, be- 
cause he's stronger, smarter and | manage Superstar. | 
know Steele like a book. Steele would prove very tough 
indeed, but Graham would endure." 

George Steele has been known to use a taped weapon 
during many of his matches. But both Steele and his 
manager Captain lou Albano deny that. Says Albano, "My 
champion need not resort to cheap methods like using a 
taped weapon. Steele has used a weapon in his matches, 
but only because his opponents bring in the weapon first. 
Steele only fights fire with fire." 

Steele adds, “Hey, listen, Daddy, | don't need anything 
but my great wrestling skill. I've beaten the best with what 
| have: The Captain speaks true about my opponents hid- 
ing weapons during a match and then planting them on 
me. | use the weapon because they would use it on me. 
I'm only defending myself." 

George Steele pleads innocent to bringing in and using 
any weapon. Yet many wrestlers claim differently. The 
wrestling fans have seen Steele brutalize opponents with 
weapons. They have seen him go on rampage after ram- 
page, injuring opponents with weapons. 

Surely George Steele is most maniacal in that ring. 
Surely he loves to injure opponents. Is he responsible for 
his actions? Is his nickname, the Animal, as suitable for 
him as it seems to be? It seems so. 

George Steele says, “I'm not an animal. I'm aggressive 
in my matches. | don't care how | win, but win I do. | don't 
need weapons. l'm sane. I'm not an animal. I’m a great 
wrestler who'll be champion someday. Animals don't win 
matches; they belong on a farm. My opponents fear me 
because they are jealous of me. I'm the best, Daddy."
